The thousands ot young men who 


have plunged recklessly into matri- 
mony following the declaration of war 
on April 6 with the idea that they 
would escape conscription for mil- 
itary duty because of their family ob- 
ligations are wishing themselves back; 
in the frying-pan of single. blessed- 
ness. 
Not only have they 
found 


themselves responsible for the sup- 
port of a wife, with the prices of 
foodstuffs making the old adage 
"Two can live cheaper than one"— 
as out of date as a stone axe, but they 
have not succeeded in their object of 
evading the notice of Uncle Sam. 


Uncle has had one eye1 very care- 


fully trained on these War grooms 
from the beginning, and now, with a 
sardonic grin, he has announced that 
all men of military age who have been 
married 
since 
the • United 
States 


stepped Into tho international fray 
will he subject to draft. 
The mere 


possession of a marriage certificate 
dated after April 6 will be of no avail 
to the owner. 
For the purposes of 


the War Department, a married man 
is single unless his marrlaga ante- 
dates the declaration of hostilities- 


There will be gnashing of teeth on 


the part of many a Mr. Newlywed. 
No one knows yet how many -war 
grooms there are in tho United States, 
but a conservative- estimate places the 
number well into the tens of thou- 
sands. 


In Alameda county alone 174 mar- 


riage licenses have been Issued since 
April 6—an average of nineteen 
day, excluding Sundays. 
This is 


most abnormal number for this time 
of the year, for It is usually June be- 
fore the tide of matrimony reaches 
its height. 


Out of twenty licenses Issued yes- 


terday all but two were for men of 
military age, and this- proportion haa 
been the rule since the rush began. 
The order Issued by the War Depart- 
ment follows: 


"The 
War Department 
an- 


nounces all men married since the 
outbreak of war will be. treated on 
the same basis as unmarried men 
insofar as their military obligations 
are concerned. It is desired that 
the utmost publicity be given by 
the press to this announcement"

prohibition" would

Defense Council believe strongly that 
the nation's imperative need of the 
six billion pounds of foodstuffs that 
go into the manufacture of liquor is 
sufficient, reason for the government 
to take the step that some European 
belligerents have been forced.to take 
in order that their armies and people 
have sufficient food. A decision as to 
the President's power to stop liquor 
manufacture is understood to be in 
the hands of Attorney-General Greg- 
ory. 
If necessary, it appears prob- 


able that legislation authorizing the 
President to act will he Introduced in 
Congress. 
In this event the Pres- 


ident would then be empowered to 
take the drastic action whenever he 
saw fit. 


•Whether he would take it imme- 


diately or later probably would de- 
pend upon the report made by Chair- 
man Hoover of the National Economy 
Board, who will- make a thorough

The Gorman military 
idol has committed an 


egregious blunder. He thought that his retirement 
would destroy the power of the French and British 
armies for offensive tactics and cause their eight 
months of preparations for the "spring drive" to bo 
wasted. The fighting of the last month, which has 
Dot yet reached its maximum intensity, shows how 
badly Von Hindcnburg was fooled and how ex- 
travagant were his promises to the German people. 
This is not to say that the German army is being 
decisively hcalen on the Franco-Belgian front. The 
Teutonic military system still has a tremendous 
"punch" left, perhaps several of them. But the 
"strategic retirement" has not only not caused dis- 
comfitiu-c to the allies, but it has resulted in serious 
reverses for the Germaji arms. 


The outcome ought to go far in convincing the 


German people that the judgment of their military 
lenders is not infallible and that their prowess is 
not: invincible. The accumulation of blunders has 
grown so that the awakening of the people cannot 
be far off. Nearly every variety of diplomatic and 
military mistake has been, committed since the wai 
started. Germany's enemies have erred also, but 
they have been able to profit by their blunders. 
Germany seems to stagger blindly on. 


Germany's first big errors were diplomatic. She 


made the mistake of assuming that Italy would 
adhere to the Triple Alliance agreement, that Eng- 
land would not enter the war on account of a viola- 
tion of Belgian neutrality, and that iietlimau Holl- 
weg's "scrap of paper" policy could be. carried out 
in defiance of world'opinion and hostility, that the 
high ideals of justice, law ami humanity could be 
demolished by the mere wish to do so. She made 
the mistake of assuming that her armies could 
march through Belgium without opposition, take 
1'aris and dictate terms to the world. She made 
the mistake of believing that her ruthless desolation 
of Belgium and the enslavement of tliat country's 
peace-loving citizens, her endorsement of the Turk- 
ish massacres in Armenia, were, crimes against hu-] 
inanity that would go unchallenged. She made the 
mistake of believing that A'crdun could be captured 
by the crown prince. She made the mistake of as- 
suming that plots and intrigues could be prosecuted 
to the danger of the United States without protest, 
that she could murder innocent men, women mid 
children on the high seas without enlisting the 
world's greatest democracy in I heir defense. 
She 


made (he mistake of thinking that U-boat piracy 
could be prtiseenleil whliout enlariiug the hostility 
of all self-re.spee.tiu:.' nations, and the German peo- 
ple have committed the mistake of believing the

Each prospective borrower may require a 
special answer to fit his case and the, bank is pre- 
pared to make the < necessary investigation, and 
furnish full information.

ANNUAL INVASION 


OTTAWA, April 19.— The outstanding 
feature of .the session of the Dominion 
Parliament, which opened this afternoon, 
will be the annual budget statement pre- 
sented by Sir Thomas ~WTilte miniater of 
finance. Sir George Foster, who opened 
the session. Is acMing premier during the 
absence of HL Hon. Sir Robert Borden at 
the Imperial war conference in London. 
The budget will show that Canada's 
trade for tbe i>ast twelve months has 
been well over the two billion dollar mark, 
for the first time in history. It trill also 
evidence the Dominion's wonderful war 
vitality, for the balance of trade In her 
favor during the fiscal year will be shown 
to be in the neighborhood of J360.000.000 
— a sum almost equal to tho year's 'war 
expenditure which has averaged some- 
what over one million dollars a day. 
It is regarded as unlikely that there 
will be any considerable change« In tariff, 
but It Is probable that an additional Im- 
post will be placed upon munition makers. 
In addition there may be a fresh levy upon 
race tracks and other amusements an a 
war measure, although it is almost cer- 
tain that the Wlllcox bill, to prohibit 
racing will be dropped. 
New legislation will, it is understood 
include provision for returned soldiers. 
The details of tills are still sub rosa, but 
will probably Include federal schemes for 
vocational training: and the settlement o 
such as desire the land under a systen 
which will provide the necessary capita 
for the development of the grants made, 
A scheme for assisting in the rapid de- 
velopment qf Canada's shipbuilding in- 
dustry will also be brought before the 
house. It may take the form of a Fed- 
eral subsidy or the relaxation of duty on 
all material necessary for the construe 
tlon of tonnage. Canada is ideally situ- 
ated for the construction of vessels both 
of wood and Pteel. and plans are to bo 
Inld for the perpetuating and extension 
of this industry. At thlie present time 
contracts amounting to over sixty mil- 
lion dollars have been placed in Canad- 
ian yards, including a British Govern- 
ment order amount ing: to 5-5,fM)0,OOo.
